Executive Summary:

The third largest river in the world, the fabled Father of Waters, the mighty Mississippi River, fuels industry, recreation and tourism, creates a
livelihood for thousands who live along or near its banks and has inspired countless writers and musicians.  But it also wreaks havoc on those
same lives and communities through flooding.  It is West Tennessee’s biggest asset and biggest challenge. The 2011 floods and severe
storms in rural West Tennessee were no exception.  Much of this flooding was in rural areas and had a significant impact on low-to moderate-
income citizens. In response to the impacts caused by the historic floods, the State of Tennessee has developed a comprehensive approach,
titled Rural by Nature, to address needs of rural Tennessee.  The Rural by Nature application combines federal, state and local partners in a
collaborative effort to create resilient rural communities in these often ignored areas.  These projects not only proactively minimize loss from
future flooding and related natural occurrences but will create communities that can successfully manage and recover from shocks and
stressors while building their economy and their assets.  Great attention is being given to developing plans that are replicable and can be used
in other rural areas along all of our major rivers across the country, particularly as climate change increases the frequency and disruptive force
of disasters.  While they generally receive less attention in disaster planning, rural areas are the heartbeat ofAmerica.  Rural area srepresent
90% of America’s land mass and are the heart of our food production.  Rural communities formed the foundation upon which our country was
built.  They also contain some of our most vulnerable citizens and have high levels of poverty and unemployment.  Rural children, in particular,
have been disproportionately affected by the recent economic downturn. This is particularly significant since child poverty often has an impact
that lasts throughout a lifetime.  The target areas for Rural by Nature are no exception – they are extremely distressed and have economies
that are built on agriculture and food production. Funding for the projects chosen for Rural by Nature will enable the state to proactively reduce
flood losses that will inevitably occur; to preserve the natural environmental and water resources that make the communities what they are;
reduce the impacts of flooding; promote economic development, tourism, agriculture and recreation; and strategically deploy available
resources to make the most significant impact.  The result will be economically viable communities that will be able to attract and support
businesses, weather natural disasters (including floods and earthquakes) and prepare for the impacts of climate change.  This requires a
comprehensive planning process to ensure that the progress already made is leveraged to meet unmet needs while creating strong
opportunities for recreation, tourism and agriculture, currently the mainstays of these communities. To create a comprehensive, regional
program, the unmet needs are addressed by projects in two basic groups:  infrastructure repairs and economic revitalization.

(MAWTP) exceeded its average daily flow of 9.3 million gallons per day (MGD) by approximately three and a half times. While
many improvements were made, there are still unmet needs.

Activity Description:

The sewer collection system in the Town of Henning continues to experience significant infiltration issues with the problem
becoming more severe since the 2010 and 2011 flood events. The infiltration of stormwater into the wastewater collection
system contributes to frequent overtopping of the municipal wastewater lagoon levee system. These events weakened the
integrity of the levee structure and contributed to new emergency repair attempts. This project involves lining one of Henning’s
older lagoons with an HDPE liner, upgrading the outfall system, utilizing Cured-In-Place pipe repairs to rehabilitate the existing
sewer lines in order to permanently fix the levee and reduce I/I, and replacing failing manhole covers with water-tight covers to
reduce I/I.
